Dolrovitz "said he made vain 


attempts to save his mistress and 
her children. 


The empress and the children, Dol- 


rovitz declared, were taken to a wood 
near Ekaterinburg. Brushwood was 
gathered and a huge fire made, into 
which the royal victims were forced. 
Every time they sought to get out 
of the flames, Dolrovitz' said, they 
were driven back at the point of 
the bayonet, 


Tatiana the empress' second daugh- 


ter, fled from the lire three times 
and eventually fell pierced through 
by a bayonet . The empress and 
Alexis, heir to the throne, clasped 
in close embrace, walked into the 
flames.

Will Show Plan of Elimin- 


ating Bridges. 


As a result of a conference Thurs- 


day afternoon between the city com- 
missioners, 
highway 
commissioners 


and the road and bridge committee 
from the board of supervisors, It was 
decided that on 
Monday 
morning 


Corporation Counsel R. J. Monroe 
should have ready a resolution to be 
passed by the city council, Instruct- 
ing the engineers to make the neces- 
sary surveys and drawings for the 
roadway that it Is proposed to build 
around the water Impounding lake 


in the event that the Maffitt bridge 
and the Lost bridge are to be aban- 
doned. 


In or,der to abandon these bridges a pe- 


tition, signed by two-tblrds of tha prop- 
erty owners within a rldius of two miles 
of the bridges must bp presented, and It 
was telt that if there were drawings show- 
Ing just what provision will be made for 
people getting to Decatur aftor the old 
roads and bridge* are abandoned there 
will-be little opposition to the plan. This 
was suggested by Commissioner Harry 
Ruthrauff and Engineer 9. A. Oreeley 
who considered It necessary In order that 
the highway commissioners and supervi- 
sors, «> well ss people who use those 
'roads, should fully understand Just what 
is Intended. 


MEANS NEW BRIDGE 


If not abandoned. It would be necessary 


to build a new Maffit bridge, which is in 
a bad state of repair, and It would also 
be necessary to raise Lost bridge several 
feet. This would add a great expense to 
the county and townships, and those can 
be avoided by building a fine road around 
the edge of the lake and connecting with 
the new Cowford bridge near Kelson park, 
which It was decided to build a year or 
more ago. Tbiajroad would be built at 
the expense of/the cltr, and probably 
would be a harjrroad. 


APPORTION EXPENSE 


The meeting was cilled Thursday aft- 


ernoon for the puspose of considering the 
plans for raising the roads and bridges 
in connection with the city's water lm» 
pounding plans and to try and apportion 
the expense. County and township offi- 
cials expressed a willingness to do all 
they can to help the city by assuming a 
share of the burden that would fall on 
them in the normal course of events, the 
balance of the expense to be borne by the 
city. The county would in any event pay 
for the new Cowford bridge and. a new 
Maffit bridge. If Maffit is abandoned that 
much less expense will fall on them, and 
there should be considerable salvage In 
Lost bridge. 


It was decided that ths work on the 


roads and bridges should be carried along 
at the sam* time that the new dam Is 
being built no that, if possible, tho roads 
and bridges will be complete when the 
dam Is finished. OH this account it wiU 
be necessary to add to the engineering 


force, and this expense will be borne by 
the city. The plan of apportioning the 
expense among the city, county and town- 
ships on the rearrangement of tlje roads 
and bridges < was presented by Commis- 
sioner J. W. Montgomery, and was satis- 
factory to all.

HISTORY 
OF DAM 


Definite consideration of the need 


of a new dam for Decatur began in 
the summer of 1912. Suggestions had 
been made occasionally from the time 
D. C. Moffitt was mayor, 1893-1895, 
that Decatur would some day need 
a larger water supply, but no one 
gave serious thought to any of the 
suggestions, and the subject was not 
considered until the state water sur- 
vey in 1912 made a survey of the 
water supply for Decatur in connec- 
tion with the plans the city was mak- 


for the new filter plant. 
This 
ing 
was in the first term of the council 
under commission form when Dan F. 
Dinneen was mayor. 


At that time City Commissioner 


Harry Ruthrauff. who was then as 
now head of the department of public 
property, asked Paul Hanson and A. I 
B. Barto of the state water survev ' 
to consider the city's need of a larger 
water impounding system, and they 
began seriously discussing the con- 
struction of a new dam and the city's 
probable watei needs for the next 
fifty years.

importance. 


P. C. Hicks, then consulting engi- 


neer, was asked to brinK in. a report 
on possible increase In the city water 
supply, and as a result he recom- 
mended a dam about 150 feet east of 
the county bridge to Impound water 
to a level of the 605-foot contour 
line, submerging 1.000 acres of land. 
This plan was discussed mors or less 
formaly for three or four years. 


SERIOUS PROBLEM 


In August, 1914, Engineer Langdon 


Pearse, who had come to Decatur in 
connection with the proposed sewage 
disposal plant, stated that Decatur's 
water supply presented a more seri- 
ous problem than the disposal of 
sewage, as more water was at that 
time being taken from the river by 
the city than was coming in. About 
that time A. E. Staley and others took 
an interest in the larger water sup- 
ply, and the suggestion was made 
that a dam Impounding water at the 
605-foot level was not large enough 
that 
more 
water 
should be im- 


pounded. 


Among others outside the city ad- 


ministration who urged1 a big plan 
with a view not only to the city's 
largest water needs for industry, bu 
development of a lake, a way to offer 
great advantages for recreation and 
residence, was C. A. Ewing, at that 
time president of the Association of 


and it was estimated that it wou 
impound water enough for a tw 
years' supply, without any rain wha 
ever 
'"his plan was appro\ed by th 


council. 


When it came to acquiring title 


the land on which it was proposed 
locate the new dam, it was found that 
the Macon County Coal company own- 
ed the rights under that site and that 
one of us principal galleries would 
be run there. For that reason ac- 
quiring this site would be extremely 
3xpensi\e. The city owned the land 
and coal rights on the north side of 
the river west of the county bridge, 
and the coal rights for the south bank 
of the river could be acquired at 
comparatively small cost. For this 
reason it was decided that the better 
location for the dam was 150 feet 
west of the county bridge where it is 
now being constructed. 


CITY VOTES BONDS 


The city voted 9 to 1 on September 
1918. to issue $225,000 in bonds to 


over the cost of the new dam. This 
lot beinK sufficient, Mayor Borchers 
appointed on May 12, 1919, a commit- 
ee of twenty-five citizens to devise 
olans for further financing the work. 
There was formal and informal dis- 
cussion of the whole project, includ- 
ng again the location of the dam. 
On May 13, 1919, a mass meeting of 
citizens approved the present site. A 
esolution was passed favoring a dam 
o raise water to the 615 foot level, 
with possibility of leaving- off five 
foot if the city were unable to fi- 


ance the dam at that height, but in 


no case should the dam provide for a 
water level of less than 610 feet, with 
foundation sufficient for 615 foot lev- 
el later. 


The committee of twenty-five sug- 


gested raising money by special as- 
sessment. In all the discussion the 610 
and 615 foot level 'as approved, and 
Peavse and Greeley were In structed 
by the city council to make plai s and 
specifications for a dam with foun- 
dation for 615, but present height >.£ 
610. 


DECIDE ON SIZE 


At a conference with City Engineer 


W. D. P. Warren, Corporation Coun 
sel Ralph Monroe, and S. A. Greeley 
of Pearse & Greeley, the plans now 
being carried out were decided on, 
that is, that the dam should have a 
615 foot foundation, present level 610, 
flash-boards on top to hold the 'water 
at 612 1-2. This was in July ,1919. 


In October, that year, the depart- 


ment of public workc and buildings 
of the state of Illinois gave Us ap- 
proval to the new work and this was 
followed later by the approval of the 
state department of public health 
The council passed the ordinance pro- 
viding for the construction of th 
dam in November, that year.
